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Students can make a difference 
and stop the cycle of violence

Every two minutes, another American is sexually 
assaulted, according to the Rape, Abuse & Incest Na¬ 
tional Network website. That means each year, more 
than 237,000 men and women are victimized. Eighty 
percent of them are under 30. 

Britney Hilbun, sexual assault counselor at the East 
Texas Crisis Center, said its important for college stu¬ 
dents to be alert to prevent sexual assault. 

“The more they know, if it happens to them, then 
they know what their options are,” Hilbun said. “If we 
try to educate people, then we make a ripple effect, and 
they will educate who they know.” 

In college, its easy to accept rape or having too 
much to drink and passing it off as a one night stand. 

“There’s this acceptance that it happens in col¬ 
lege,” said Hilbun. “Because there was alcohol or drugs 
involved and being unsure ... Consent is the key and 
because alcohol and drugs are involved, then consent is 
not there.” 

TJC police officer and investigator, Corporal Peggy 
Scott explained what steps students can take to reduce 
the risk of a sexual assault happening. 

“We are getting more and more lights on campus,” 
said Corporal Scott. “Always have their keys in their 
hands.” 

The best way to carry car keys is between the index 
and middle finger and wrap the other fingers around 
the key. This way, the keys can be used as a weapon if 
someone attacks a student. 

Corporal Scott went on to say that other safety 
measures include carrying a flashlight and knowing 
what buildings a student is in or near. Also, a student 
should have her phone in her other hand. 

Other steps to take are walking with your head up, 
staying alert and being observant. 

Corporal Scott said, “You are less likely to be at¬ 
tacked if you walk with confidence and alertness.” 

Rapists do not discriminate by gender, according

to Hilbun. But she 
says some victims 
are embarrassed to 
admit this could 
happen to them. 

Tve been 
here for a little 
over two years, and 
IVe seen about five 
to six men for sex¬ 
ual assault coun¬ 
seling,” she said. 

The counselor 
added that some 
people don’t know 
that indirect forms 
of harassment 
also fall under the 
sexual assault um¬ 
brella. She said 
when people re¬ 
spect themselves, they won’t let people talk about their 
bodies in a sexist or joking manner. 

“Having self-respect is knowing you’re worth more, 
and you’re more than just a big butt or big boobs,” Hil¬ 
bun said. “If we allow men or even women to say those 
things and not have consequences or put a stop to that, 
then it’s just going to continue.” 

Statistics from the Crisis Center during 2013 show 
that 206 people received services, but that may be a low 
figure since everyone who is assaulted does not come in 
for counseling. 

RAINN.org states that 60 percent of sexual as¬ 
saults are not reported to the police. 

This year on campus from April 8-10, TJC will be 
hosting awareness week. TJC Campus Police, Residen¬ 
tial Life and Housing, and Student Affairs will be pass¬ 
ing out ribbons, making pamphlets available for more

Art Professors put their own work on display

On any given day, various beautiful, meaningful, 
representational pieces of artwork hang in the Wise Au¬ 
ditorium Art Gallery for students and faculty on cam¬ 
pus to admire. The current display is a little different. 
It isn’t from the far East or even the art hubs like New 
York and Los Angeles. This display, showcases the prints 
of two men who teach the craft here at TJC. 

“Painting is a blind man’s profession. He paints not 
what he sees, but what he feels, what he tells himself 
about what he has seen,” said Pablo Picasso. 

Christopher Stewart created the prints and Derrick 
White did the paintings. Both gentlemen are art profes¬ 
sors and have been creating art for a very long time. 


“There’s a subde difference between what Chris 
does and what I do,” said White. 

One letter separates the two words. Prints are done 
on paper while paintings are created usually on a canvas.

Paintings can have different images and print is 
usually making one kind of piece. Every art piece is dif¬ 
ferent however and is hard to specifically define.

“The idea comes from the process and the image 
comes from the making,” said White.

Obamacare’s goal is to give more Americans access to affordable, quality 
health insurance, and to reduce the growth in health care spending in the 
U.S. What does it mean for uninsured students? 

Uninsured students may find themselves scrambling to find a quick 
health insurance plan by March 31. The Affordable Care Act, also known 
as Obamacare, took effect back on January 1,2014. Open enrollment began 
Oct. 1 and ends on March 31,2014. If Americans without health insurance 
fail to sign up for a private health insurance company or Obamacare they will 
have to pay a penalty. The Affordable 
Care Act’s success is dependent on 
young people ages 18-35. Accord¬ 
ing to Jake Horowitz, contributor 
and writer for Health Care 101, the 
penalty for being uninsured in 2014 
is $95 per adult, or 1% of your house¬ 
hold income, whichever is greater. 

That would be assessed on your 2014 
tax return. The penalty goes up a 
small percentage each year after. 

With minimal or no income, 
full-time students are likely to re- ' 

ceive free coverage, which is the 

State Medicaid program. There is assistance available by trained navigators 
for students in the East Texas area at The Andrews Center located at 2323 
W. Front Street in Tyler. Lisa Williams and Lauren Parlow are both trained 
navigators and are available to assist students with choosing the best health¬ 
care options available. Students will need to call to schedule an appointment 
at the Andrews Center with one of the assistants. The phone number for 
scheduling an appointment is (903) 597-1351. 

“We have one patient who is on one form of Obamacare, but a lot of 
doctor’s offices are not even accepting Obamacare in the area due to low re¬ 
imbursement rates. We have a lot of clients that complain about the monthly 
premiums and deductibles being extremely high,” Patti Boyd, an LVN at 
Trinity Clinic in Tyler said. 

Tie reason that the ACA’s success is dependent on young people ages 
18-35 is because they are generally more healthy rarely rack up expensive 
medical bills. The White House is counting on at least 2.7 million young 
Americans to sign up for health insurance to offset the cost of the Affordable 
Care Act. The Obama administration said more than 5 million people have 
signed up for private health insurance under the new healthcare law. That still 
leaves about 1 million to go over the next two weeks for the White House to 
meet its latest goal of 6 million enrolled by March 31. 

“I use the clinic on campus here at TJC, so I am not too concerned about 
signing up this year,” Lorianne Hubbard, an art major at TJC said. “I’m still 
living at home so it’s not a priority just yet. I don’t know if I will because I’m 
not really an Obama supporter so we will see.” 

There are websites available online that offer various options for stu¬ 
dents. Healthcare.gov and Getlnsured.com are both online sources to find 
out which health insurance students qualify for. Students will be asked to

insert their zip code into the search bar 
and answer a few basic questions (to¬ 
bacco use etc.). A few health insurance 
options will pop up right on the screen 
to choose from. 

“I would be willing to meet with 
a group of uninsured students on the 
TJC campus to get them up to date on 
their options for health care. We could 
meet anywhere I can get a wi-fi signal. 
If students would like to get a group 
together to meet at the library and apply 
through my assistance, I could do that 
at anytime or any evening before the 
deadline,” Lisa Williams, a navigator 
through the Andrews Center in Tyler 
said. 

Veterans also need to consider their 


healthcare options. To help with that, the 
VA of North Texas' public affairs office 
has set up an enrollment fair at each 
North and East Texas VA on March 28. 

The Tyler VA office is located at 
3414 Golden Road, Tyler, Texas 75701. 

With less than a week from the 
March 31 extension, some people will 
be given a special enrollment period, 
beyond the March 31 deadline, if they 
can show they were not able to enroll due 
to errors by the Department of Health 
and Human Services. Mid-April is now 
the deadline.

Stress levels for young adults (18-33) in America 
have increased since 2011 according to a 2012 survey. 
Over 2,000 U.S. adults age 18 and up participated in 
the annual survey conducted online by Harris Inter¬ 
active American Psychological Association in August 
2012. While the 2012 overall average for Americans as 
a whole was a 4.9 stress level, the millennial generation 
(18-33) was a 5.4 on a scale to 1-10. 

Factors such as school, work, money, relationships 
and family issues play into the stress that impact the 
Millennial generation. Sometimes it becomes stressful 
to juggle different aspects of life and find it difficult to 
have balance. 

“I get stress when finals come up because it be¬ 
comes so overwhelming,” said Quest Washington sec¬ 
ond-year student at TJC, “when I become stressed it 
gets me down and feels as though things aren’t going 
to work out.” 

According to Harris Interactive American Psy¬ 
chological Association many young adults cope with 
stress by eating, listening to music, playing video games 
and spending time with friends. Another tactic to re¬ 
duce stress is by practicing yoga. 

“I wanted something to do and to find some peace, 
inner peace, it’s been a lot of fun,” said Carol Young, a 
current Yoga student TJC. 

“It seems like we are always running all the time 
because we always stay busy. So it’s nice to have some 
down time and relaxation,” said Daryl Pritchard, a yoga 
student at TJC. “Even though we workout I don’t think 
we stretch enough and we both admitted to that so the 
stretching part is very beneficial to us.” 

Tyler Junior College School of Continuing Stud¬ 
ies offers a yoga class on Wednesday at 6 p.m. in the 
Ornelas Health and Physical Education Center. The 
class is instructed by Ryann Martin, a 200-hour reg¬ 
istered yoga teacher in Tyler. Other than teaching at 
TJC, Martin also teaches at Tyler Senior Center and 
Wood Creek Athletic Club, along with doing private 
sessions. She believes that yoga is an exercise that can 
benefit those of all ages.

Identity theft: Students don’t realize 
they are the victims until it’s too late

“That’s really not something I worry about. I don’t think 
anyone would want to be me,” said Tanner Ludolph, a TJC 
sophomore. He is referring to identity theft and credit card 

fraud. 

There is an estimated 10 million new cases of identity 
theft each year. This is roughly 19 people having personal in¬ 
formation stolen every minute, 29 percent of which are people 
ages 18-29, according to identitytheft.lifetips.com 

Police Chief Magazine states that 4 out of 10 students 
have a credit card in their name. They also report that 48 per¬ 
cent of teachers input grades using social security numbers 
(SSN), so students should be mindful of others being able to 
find this information on their own. If you become a victim of 
identity theft, it can destroy your chances of getting a good job 
or an important loan later in life. 

The easiest way for an identity thief to use a credit card 
fraudulently is by obtaining a social security number, some¬ 
thing everyone has that specifically identifies that individual. 

This will allow the thief to access the victim’s vital and 
personal information. This can lead to thieves using the victim’s 
credit information to make expensive purchases, take out a card 
in their name or even collecting the refund from a tax return 
(irs.gov). 

“Prevention is key,” said Mechele Mills, president and 
CEO of the East Texas Better Business Bureau (BBB), “How¬ 
ever, there is no guarantee that you won’t become a victim of 
identity theft. In fact, there’s a likely chance you will be.” 

There are many ways to combat being a victim of identity 
theft. Never carry a SSN card in a wallet or purse and don’t 
give out a SSN unless it is absolutely necessary. Store all docu¬ 
ments containing useful information in a locked drawer or safe 
at home. 

“Shred anything that has personal information on it, if you 
no longer need it,” said Mills. “We are hosting a Shred Day Sat. 
April 26 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. at 3600 Old Bullard Rd. at the 
East Texas BBB’s office.” 

Make sure to look out for “shoulder surfers,” a term USA. 
gov uses to describe those who will sneak a peek at PIN num¬ 
bers as a person types it into an ATM. The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission warns people to carry only the items they need with 
them such as their identification card and a debit or credit card, 


and never under any circumstance should someone write down 
their PIN number on a piece of paper. 

Another easy way that identity thieves rip people off is 
unsolicited requests such as e-mails, phone calls or post mail 
asking for people’s SSN or other important information. 
“Don’t click attachments or finks from people you don’t know. 
Don’t give your personal information to anybody who contacts 
you, unless you know who they are,” Said Mills. 

Victims of identity theft or anyone who notices suspicious 
activities regarding their bank statements should file a report 
with their bank and local authorities. People can even flag their 
accounts so the credit-recording bureau can alert them to any 
purchases that seem out of place. 

For students, identity theft may not seem like something 
they have to worry about, but anyone is a potential victim. 
However, with the tips given, students should be able to avoid 
credit card fraud. 

“All I have to say is good luck,” said Tanner Ludolph. “I’m 
broke.”

Maymester offers 
three credits in 
only three weeks

Maymester is an intense three-week-long session offered 
at TJC starting May 12. Students are allowed to choose one 
course from a fist of Maymester course options. The basic Eng¬ 
lish, Math, and History 
courses will be offered 
along with a few unique 
classes that have been 
added to the Maymester 
course line-up. 

“Typically, there are 
only general study cours¬ 
es offered, but this year 
there are a few unique 
courses like World Re¬ 
ligion and Criminal Jus¬ 
tice for students,” said 
Silvana Vierkant, lead 
academic advisor for Humanities, Communications and Fine 
Arts. “If courses fill up, additional courses and sections are add¬ 
ed.” 

Online registration for Maymester starts April 6 and will 
continue through May 7. Payment for the course needs to be 
made on or before May 8. Maymester classes will officially start 
on May 12. Classes are typically more interactive and extreiiiely 
fast paced. Students interested in taking a Maymester course can 
choose from hybrid, online or campus classes. The campus class¬ 
es typically start at 9 a.m. and end at noon. The accelerated pace 
means students should be prepared to move through the material 
quickly and try hard not to miss any days during the course. 

“Usually, we have a lot of our students as well as transient 
students, students who take Maymester courses while attend¬ 
ing another college, registering for Maymester. We are always 
expecting a large turn out for it,” Vierkant said. 

According to Denny Yarborough, coordinator in the Reg¬ 
istrar’s office at TJC, there will be a new pull-down tab labeled 
“MayTerm” for easy access for students in their Apache Access. 
The tab will be available to use for online registration on April 
6 - May 7. There will be a fist of about 30 different courses from 
which to choose. 

“The main reason I am choosing to take a Maymester course 
is because this is the last year I can use my medical term book,” 
Radiology student Matthew Burns said. “The book works for 
both Med term 1 and 2, and then they change the book. It will 
be beneficial for me to get my money’s worth. I’ve done so well 
with Med term 1, that I don’t see dragging out a whole semester 
when I can just focus on the one class alone for Maymester.” 

Maymester compresses a semester’s worth of material into 
three quick weeks. Students will receive three credits for a speedy 
three week course. A fist of courses offered will be available un¬ 
der the Mayterm tab on Apache Access starting April 6.

Counselor offers 
help to students 
with learning issues

Some students struggle everyday with a learning disabil¬ 
ity. The disability can be anywhere on an enormous wide-range 
spectrum like ADHD to struggling with a particular subject 
at their school. The Disability Services Department at TJC aids 
students in getting the care and accommodations they need. 

Margaret Rapp is the ADA (Americans with Disabilities 
Act) student coordinator and a licensed professional counselor 
at TJC. Students with various learning disabilities come to her, 
make their requests and receive accommodations to meet their 
own personal needs. 

“If students need a quieter environment, sometimes we’ll ar¬ 
range with the teacher for them to test at a testing center (instead 
of in the classroom),” said Rapp. 

The student must go to Rapp and present to her documen¬ 
tation from a physician or previous school system that describes 
their diagnosis. Rapp then proceeds to conduct an interview with 
the student discussing the accommodations the student wishes 
to receive. However, these requests must be reasonable. 

Every learning disability is different therefore, no case is 
ever the same. Rapp says that the type of help they receive “All 
depends on the student.” 

Students may not be aware that there is absolutely no cost 
to receive these services. Any student suffering from a learning 
disability needs to be aware there is an easier way. 

“One of the blessings that we have here is we have a lot of 
highly qualified teachers,” said Rapp. 

Some students don’t realize that there is such a thing as a 
reading or math disability. There are also medical diabetics that 
may need to eat during class and these accommodations can be 
met if the student just knows where to go.” 

It’s alot of times learning what works best for the student,” 
said Rapp. 

No student should have to suffer because they’re dealing 
with a learning disability. 

“It’s their opportunity to succeed or fail just like everybody 
else. We just try to help level the playing field,” said Rapp.

Jobipedia.org, a free career advice web¬ 
site, has hiring officials from many of America’s 
leading employers that answer questions from 
first time job seekers. 

The advice given helps new applicants 
learn more about interviewing, resumes, profes¬ 
sional conduct and other facts of the working 
world. 

In an article released on March 21, jobipe- 
dia.org stressed the effect social media can have 
on future job opportunities and brings to light 
a new way to use social media as a positive con¬ 
tribution to landing a job.

“Only Lovers Left Alive” is a story about vampires in love, 
but unlike “Twilight”, it is a damn good film. “Lovers” tells the 
story of Adam and Eve, played by Tom Hiddleston and Tilda 
Swinton. This is not a romance about opposites attracting, rath¬ 
er a narrative about two people, who happen to be vampires, that 
find each other’s differences beautiful. 

Jim Jarsmuch creates a rich, slightly dirty world with

There she 
spends her evenings people watching or chatting with her old 
friend and Adams mentor, Christopher Marlowe, who is also 
a vampire, played by John Hurt. Eve would like nothing more 
than to see the world find out that Marlowe had ghostwrit¬ 
ten all of Shakespear’s work, but he is content with the way 
things are. Marlowes reveal also includes a hilarious gallery of 
the who’s who of the vampire world. Soon enough though, Eve 
decides to travel to Detroit and see Adam. 

When they are together, Adam is almost a different person. 
He leaves the house and shows Eve the beauty to be found hid¬ 
ing in all of the abandoned buildings. While still melancholic, 
he is much happier. That is until they find out that they’ve all 
been having dreams about Eve’s sister Ava, who Eve believes is 
looking for them. 

Each vampire seems to have a unique gift. Adam with his 
music and gadgets, Marlowe the brilliant author, and Eve who 
can tell the history of any object she touches along with a keen 
sense of intuition. Ava however, brings death and destruction 
to everything she comes into contact with. Ava, played by Mia 
Wasikowska, is a never ending train wreck. 

The central conflict of the film lies with Ava. Adam can 
not stand being near her after all the problems she’s caused over 
the centuries, while Eve seems to know that she really can’t 
help it and feels sorry for her. Her presence threatens to unravel 
everything from Adam’s hard-won anonymity to the joy Eve has 
brought back into his life. 

The performances are masterful, the cinematography is 
amazing and all the minor roles are perfectly cast. The film 
shows us that Detroit is just as gorgeous as Tangier, in its own 
way. What I can’t figure out is, why the movie would be released 
in April instead of being pushed as an award season contender. 
After all, the film was nominated for the Palm d’Or, the highest 
award given, at last year’s Cannes Film Festival. 

“Only Lovers Left Alive” is a truly haunting and beauti¬ 
ful movie. Hiddleston and Swinton’s performances exceed every 
expectation, even though they both set the bar so high. For my 
money’s worth, it is also the best movie of the year so far. I give 
the film five Buffalo Chips.

“There’s a lot of movies that come out in 3D that I person¬ 
ally feel like don’t belong in 3D and it’s just a shame to have to 
charge people extra for it,” said Charba. 

TSC also offers a wide variety of specials for customers, 
such as student discounts and $1 popcorn all day on Wednes¬ 
days.

“I like Carmike. I like ‘Go Big or Go Home’,” said Fresh¬ 
man Foreign Language major Wynter Ledesma.

The Mystery of Irma Vep is 
a penny dreadful to die for

Two men, eight characters, dozens of rapid costume chang¬ 
es and a whole lot of improv. The Actor’s Preparatory Exchange 
took to the big stage at the historic Liberty Theatre once again 
to perform “The Mystery of Irma Vep,” starring TJC student 
Josh Carpenter and Nate McKellar. 

Another first for both Tyler and APEX, “Irma Vep” is the 
hilarious story of an egytologist, his new bride and their very 
odd servants. Carpenter and McKellar play every character, 
leading to some hilarious scenes when interaction is required by 
a character the actor also plays. 

“The Mystery of Irma Vep” is a penny dreadful written by 
acclaimed playwright Charles Ludlam in 1984. This version sees 
APEX’s Felicity Enas directing. 

“Irma Vep” opens in the parlor of Mandacrest Estate with 
Lady Enid (McKellar), complaining to the maid Jane (Carpen¬ 
ter), that her new groom is still stuck on his long dead wife. It’s 
obvious from the first scene that Jane isn’t quite fond of her 
new mistress. Soon after, Lord Edgar arrives dragging a wolf’s 
carcass into the drawing room. 

“But that’s the wrong wolf,” Jane tells the groundskeeper 
Nicodemus. From this point the mystery begins to unfold, only 
to have more and more intrigue piled upon it. After Lord Edgar 
fights off a werewolf using Nicodemus’ wooden leg, Edgar de¬ 
cides the answers he seeks lie in Egypt. 

The beginning of Act 2 finds Lord Edgar searching the 
Egyptian desert for an unsullied tomb, with a less than trust¬ 
worthy guide. Once inside the tomb, Carpenter sends away his 
guide and performs an absolutely hilarious ritual in order to 
bring the mummified princess back to life. Lord Edgar ulti¬ 
mately fails to fully revive his princess, but insists on bringing 
the sarcophagus back home, hoping to one day get the ritual 
right. 

Upon his return to Mandacrest, the already fast paced play 
kicks it into overdrive and the jokes and costume changes start 
coming at a furious pace. 

While there were some technical difficulties with lighting 
and sound cues, they only served to give the actors an opportu¬ 
nity to showcase their improv skills. The funniest moments were 
almost always unscripted. McKellar and Carpenter are stellar in 
their roles, refusing to let the bumps throw them off. 

It is mindboggling to think that there were only three peo¬ 
ple behind the scenes helping to pull this feat off. The last time 
APEX took the stage at the Liberty for “Rent,” their cast and 
crew numbered in the dozens.

Apaches still working toward postseason success on their home field

When TJC Head Baseball Coach 
Doug Wren sat down just prior to the 
opening of the 2014 season, he had noth¬ 
ing but optimism for the upcoming year. 

His team was ranked No. 2 in the na¬ 
tion and coming off a season that saw the 
Apaches just miss the NJCAA College 
World Series. But as the season neared its 
halfway point, the teams record was just 
over .500 and it still hadn’t hit its stride. 

“I think we are off to a good start,” 
Wren said. ”We are about 30 games in at 


this point. We have been playing some 
good baseball as of late. We had a really 
tough schedule to start out with.” 

The team won six of its first eight 
games before going 7-7 in its next 14. 
Following a 2-1 loss to Arkansas Baptist 
in the first game of a doubleheader on 
March. 14, the team won four straight 
and was 16-9 going into a five-game road 
trip beginning March 19 at Coastal Bend. 

The team still has aspirations of play¬ 
ing in both the District C Tournament 
and the College World Series on its home 
field in May. 

The Apaches’ record might not re¬ 
flect a team with those goals, but as Wren 
said prior to the season, the team doesn’t 
really have to reach its potential until the 


postseason arrives in May. 

“We are playing some good baseball 
right now and obviously that is our goal as 
we continue to make our march to post¬ 
season baseball,” Wren said..” 

One highlight of the season so far 
came on March 14 when freshman pitch¬ 
er Daniel Brown took a perfect game into 
the final inning in the nightcap of a dou¬ 
bleheader. He ended up allowing one hit 
and striking out 11 in a 6-0 TJC victory 
against Arkansas Baptist. 

Brown was 4-0 this season after his 
first five starts with an ERA of 0.28. He 
allowed only one earned run in 32.1 in¬ 
nings pitched through those starts.

The TJC women’s basketball 
team went from having a season to 
forget in 2013 to having one to re¬ 
member in 2014.

This is the first year the 
physical award presented to the 
six Russell Athletic/WBCA 
National Coaches of the Year has 
borne Summitt s name. 

in the quarterfinals and Blinn in 
the semifinals before squaring off 
against Trinity Valley in the cham¬ 
pionship game. 

For the third time during the 
season, however, TVCC was too 
much for the Apache Ladies, win¬ 
ning 72-62. However, by advancing 
to the championship game, TJC 
qualified for the national tourna¬ 
ment. 


“The national tournament was 
all lights on us and we finally get to 
show the world what we could do,” 
sophomore forward Bria Emanuel 
said. “It was very exciting.” 

The team took the No. 11 
seed into the national tournament 
and faced Southwestern Illinois 
on March 18. The Apache Ladies 
didn’t look like a team that had won 
11 games the previous season or 
one that hadn’t made the national 
tournament since 2007 when they 
opened the tourney with a 74-52 
victory. 

In the second round, the 
Apache Ladies showed off the of¬ 
fense that was one of the best in the 
nation, defeating Southern Idaho 
102-81. It was the 11th time dur¬ 
ing the season that the team scored 
more than 100 points. 

“People probably underesti¬ 
mated us in our first game because 
in our first game, we started out 
really, really slow,” Robertson said.

“We were very fortunate to have had the chance to go to South Korea 
and see a whole new place,” said Danielle Montemayor, a freshman 
Apache Belle.

Seoul is the largest city and the capital of South Korea. It 
houses many U.S. military bases and soldiers.
